It only takes a 
few weeks to get their report on the purity and germination of your seed and there is no charge for this service to the 
individual. 

If you are buying seed, insist on inspecting the analysis tag for purity and germination. It is unlawful to sell or 
offer for sale untested seed and the law requires that each bag carry an official analysis tag showing the purity and germ- 
ination. 

We maintain a well equipped laboratory with a competent analyst in charge and all the seeds we offer are carefully 
tested in compliance with all Federal and State Pure Seed Laws. Shipments to Missouri and Arkansas bears those state’s 
official permit tags, as well as the complete analysis. Our new Seed Processing Plant is equipped with new, uptodate 
seed cleaning machinery and we are in a better position to serve you than ever before. You take no chances when you 
plant properly processed and carefully tested seed.
